It the saloon can- 
not be altogether abolished, then the 
next best thing is a la w which shall re- 
atnot the liquor traffic,—one whnh scall 
mate saloonkeepers obey the law. ina 
which shall decrease tho number of 
Utiuking dens. The rnle should Ue to 
ifet the best liquor law possible, for in 
all reforms, half a loaf is bettor than no 
brtadatall. Let us see what the h:fih 
license laws have done for other states: 


The Harper hi go-license law, which 


ias been in force in Illinois since 1S83, 
has closed 4,000 ot the saloons in the 
state, and Chicago alone swelled the rev - 
enuo frcm 3195,490.41 to 51,972.021.17 
in four years. 


In Nebraska which has a similar la*, 


Omaha rspoits now only one saloon to 
every 429 inhabitants, when there was 
previously one 10 every 200. The amount 
of revenue has,been raised from less than 
823,000 to 8174.000 in five years. This 
Rues to the school funds, tboreby reliev- 
ing regular taxation to tbat extent. 


Six years of high-license law in Mich 


igan lowered the number of saloons 'iu 
the siato from G, 414 to 3,461 
and ths 


county treasuries are to-day over SS- 
000,000 osttoroff tor the ms^ara. 


One year of high license m Minnesota 


has cut down the saloons from
